THOROUGHA INQUIRY. 

The inquiry was the most extensive, 
and, tin wealth of Infinite detail, prob- 
ably the most thorough, ever prose- 
cuted by the commission.

It has been in progress for nearly three 
years. The report itself makes 600 
printed pages.

Commissioner Lane is of opinion 
that the conclusions reached constitute 
a long step towards the solution of 
that gravest problem of the American 
householder, the high cost of living. 

SMALL SHIPMENTS CUT. 

The greatest reduction of rates pro- 
posed is on small packages—that is 
on parcels which weigh less than 
twelve pounds. Rates on packages of 
more than twelve pounds were found 
to be more reasonable than those on 
parcels. 

Briefly stated the new rates may be 
said to be based upon a minimum 
charge of 21 cents for a one-pound 
package. This charge increases in 
ratio to the increase of weight and 
distance, at rates varying from three- 
tenths of a cent a pound to about 12 
cents a pound. Twelve cents a pound, 
according to the conclusions of the 
commission, is approximately the high-

PLOWS THROUGH PULLMANS. 

The passenger train No. 2 from 
Denver, due in Chicago at 7 a.m., 
stopped at Western Springs because 
of a “hot box” tn one of the rear 
Pullman sleepers. This was about 
eighteen miles west of Chicago. The 
matl train, No. 8, running nine min- 
utes behind, was obscured by @ for 
which hung like a death pall over 
the scene of the tragedy of a. few 
minutes later.

EUROPE I8 STUDIED. 

Commissioner Lane carried his in- 
vestigations into the express busi- 
ness of several European countries. 
In those countries where the par- 
cela post system has developed traf- 
fic in small packages, the lighter 
weight packages were found to pre- 
dominate. It was indicated that in 
foreign cotntries, the householder re- 
ceived few parcels weighing more 
than ten pounds per shipment. The 
Commission believes that in the 
United States the express traffic in 
food commodities is chiefly between 
the producer and the commission 
merchant, and that the rates appear 
to have been constructed with a 
view to fpstering and encouraging 
the growth of that traffic at the ex- 
pense of the light package traffic. 

The investigators have devoted a 
year to the constructive work of re- 
forming the bases of express rates of 
devising simpler and more easily un- 
derstood means of stating those rates, 
and of preparing new rules for the 
government of carriers of express 


THROUGH RATES. 


Of foremost importance is the re- 
quirement that all of the express com- 
panies shall join in the establish- 
ment of through routes by the 
quickest lines of communication be- 
tween all express offices and shail 
publish through rates to apply be- 
tween those points. The same pro- 
vision. gives the shipper the right to 
name the route by which his property 
shall be carried. It is believed by 
Commissioner Lane that these pro- 
visions will effect an improvement in 
the service and a great economy to 
the carriers, which now haul ship- 
ments often times by circuitous routes 
to avoid turning them over to a con- 
necting line. 

The most radical departure from 
existing methods lies in that adopted 
of applying the new rates. In the 
United States there are 35,000 ex- 
press stations. To name rates from 
each of these -to every other one re- 
quired the statement of more than 
600,000,000 different rates. These 
schedules now occupy several hun- 
dred volumes of from 200 to 300 
pages each in the tariff department of 
the commission. The rates them- 
selves are intricate and involved, and 
it requires expert authority to deter- 
mine the lawful rate between any two 
points. 

RATE FIXING METHOD. 

The problem of reducing this 
enormous volume of rate schedules 
to a genutnely practicable compass is 
one to which Commissioner Lane de- 
voted most serious attention. He 
has evolved a method whereby the 
rates from any point itn the United 
States to all other points may be 
printed on a single sheet or card 
about one-fourth of the size of a 
single newspaper page. 

The first step in the consummation 
of the plan was the division of the 
United States into blocks, each ap- 
proximately fifty miles square. Rates 
are proposed between each of these 
blocks, treating all cities and towns 
within each block as common points. 
Each of these blocks is one degree 
of longitude in length and one degree 
of latitude in width. To every ex- 
press station within each of these 
blocks the rate is the same from any 
other given block. Thus the rate is 
stated as between blocks rather than 
as between cities. Supplementing this 
block system of making rates which 
constitutes each block a zone of 
origin or of destination the rates are 
stated for each package weighing 
from one to 100 pounds. .The express 
companies will be required to pub- 
lish a directory of express stations 
which will show the block number 
within which each station ts located, 
and at each station there will be filed 
a single-sheet tariff which will give

But in the federation 
there is a very decided minority. The 
majority vote in the convention would 
have been the weakest argument for 
suffrage. It would have shut out of 
the federation the minority that the 

ts insist on having with them. 
We do not wish to overrule the timid, 
conservative women whom we wish to 
educate to citizenship. 

“Mrs. Moore told the convention that 
the adoption of the resolution would 
he not only a blow to the federation 
stself, but likewise to the cause of suf- 
frage generally, because the defeated 
“minority would go forth militant antis, 
whereas they were at present passive 
in their attitude and were in a frame 
of mind to be won over sooner or 
later. To thus adopt the Edson reso- 
lutian would be arbitrary and make an 


n breach. 

oP Virtually all the officers of the fed- 
eration are suffragists, but these very 
officers saw the mistake of forcing the 
cause upon those who might better be 
won by argument and time. 

CALIFORNIA WOMEN PRAISED. 

‘The California woman's clubs and 
club women are marvelous. The Cali- 
fornia club woman is better fitted for 
the ballot than the great majority of 
the men of this city. They had pre- 
pared themselves for the ballot by 
studying political economy and eco- 
nomics generally. They were the most 
intelligent voters out there. But as 
for the federation being antagonistic 
to the suffrage—that is bosh, and 
ridiculous bosh at that. We eventual- 
ly adopted a resolution to the effect 
that we should continue to teach citi- 
genship and educate women up to the 
point where they will be fully pre- 
pared to utilize the ballot to its best

OBVIATES COMPLAINTS. 

This method of stating rates, the re- 
port claims, will avoid the great body 
of complaints arising out of under- 
charges and overcharges, the present 
method of seeking rates being so con- 
fusing that not even the express 
agents are able to discover the law- 
ful rate between two points. The di- 
rectory of express stations is also to 
State the delivery limits in each city 
within which the express company 
gives service upon its tariff rates. 

It is found that the large number 
of double collections of express 
charges arises out of the fact that a 
package which has been prepaid does 
not bear sufficient evidence of this 
fact. Accordingly, the report pre- 
sents a set of labels and way bills in 
different colors which the carriers are 
required to use, and in the event that 
the package does not bear any label 
the shipment is to be delivered to the 
consignee without collection of any 
charges, the carrier bearing the bur- 
— of discovering where the mistake 

es. 

The present system requires the 
statement of about 200 times as many 
rates as the system proposed by the 
commission. However, as each agent, 
under the new system, will be obliged 
to know only the rates that apply be- 
tween his station and each of the 
Other blocks, he will have to consult 
only 830 rates to find the proper 
charge from his station to every other 
Station within the United States. 

RATE AREA REDUCED. 

Through this system the common- 
rate area on short hauls is reduced 
from an area of about 3500 square 
miles, which is the average area of 
each main block——to an area of about 
180 square miles. The present ex- 
press rate methods embrace much 
larger common-rate areas. 

For instance, the rate per hundred 
pounds from Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington 
and Richmond to Seattle, Tacoma, 
Portiand, San Francisco, San Diego, 
Reno, Sacramento and many other 
points embraced in the region west of 
the Sierra and Cascade Mountains, is 
now the same, $13.50. Under the 
commission's system the rates will 
vary with the distance between any 
two points from $9.85 to $11 a hun- 
dred pounds. 

While there has been an Almost 
uniform reduction in charges upon 
parcels weighing fifty pounds or lesa, 
the rates on packages weighing more 
than fifty pounds have not been ma- 
terially reduced. In some instances 
the commission's proposed rate basis 
shows a slight increase of the charges 
on heavy packages. This indicates 
the belief of the commission that the 
rates of the express companies per 100 
pounds are not on the whole, serious- 
ly excessive. This is particularly 
manifest from an analysis of the rates 
for distances of 200 miles or less, 
which are sparsely distributed on the 
heavyweight traffic. 

TIME SET FOR EFFECT. 

By the terms of the commission's 
order the changes tn the regulations, 
methods and practices of the express 
companies, the re-classification of ex- 
press matter, the changes in the bill- 
ing of packages, and other adminis- 
trative reforms are required to be put 
Into effect practically immediately. 
The rates proposed, however, will not 
become effective before some time 
next autumn. The commission has 
fixed October 9 as the date for the 
beginning of a hearing of the repre- 
sentatives of express companies and 
shippers as to why the rates pre- 
scribed by the commission should not 
g° into effect. 

On every question except that of 
rates a substantial agreement has 
been reached between the commission 
and the companies. The latter ex- 
press their willingness to conform 
their business operations to any re- 
quirements the commission might 
make: but they expressed anxiety 
concerning any serious reduction of 
their rates lest it might seriously af- 
fect their revenues. 

SCALE IS ATTACHED. 

Commissioner Lane makes a vigor- 
ous attack, in his report, upon the so- 
called scale of graduated charges by 
which the express companies now de- 
termine the rate which shall apply to 
a package of given weight. This 
scale is held by the commission to be 
unreasonable, discriminatory and ar- 
bitrary. The report says: 

“It is the product of years of 
shrewd manipulation, has no justi- 
fication in the minds of the expreas 
men themselves, and is the richest 
example yet brought to our attention 
of a tariff based exclusively upon the 
theory that the charge should be what 
the traffic will bear.” 

With respect to the standard of 
rates, the Commissioner says: 

“What then may be said to be the 
etandard of a reasonable express 
rate? Our answer is, no one con- 
sideration. These conclusions, how- 
ever, we have reached: 

CONCLUSIONS REACHED. 

“First. That express rates should 
be made primarily to meet the need 
of the great body of our people and 
should therefore be stated in terms 
that represent the small packages 
which the express company is _in- 
tended to carry rather than by the

That the rate should not 
include more than « reasonable com- 
pensation for the service given, even 
though such compensation falis be- 
low that which the railroad exacts as 
a minimum for the carriage of 100 
pounds of freight. 
“Sixth. That it Is unreasonable to 
fix so rapid a decline In express rates 
for long distances as is made by the 
railroads in their freight rates, ex- 
press service in this respect being 
more analogous to passenger than to 
freight service. 
“Seventh. That in compounding 
the express rate the railroad should 
be allowed a compensation for buiked 
freight moved upon a passenger train 
as to which it is relieved by contract 
for all Hability for loss or-+damage 
and is without expense for the fur- 
nishing of a réceipt, the billing, the 
book-keeping and a great number of 
other general expenses. 
“Eighth. That the rate should in- 
clude a return to the expregs com- 
pany which will compensate it with 
profit for the expense of the service 
which it gives, there being added 
thereto In the formation of the total 
rate the proper charge which it may 
reasonably make for the service 
which the railroad gives as stated 
in the preceding paragraph.”

AVALON PLEASURE CHASERS AL- 
MOST LOSE THEIR LIVES.

Dressed in Bathing Suits at Mid- 
night the Party Attempts to Swim 
in Boisterous Waters—Scientist 
Secures Some Rare Tree Speci- 
mens on Catalina Island. 


AVALON, July 14. — Excitement 
prevailed at midnight when the report 
reached Avalon that a party of bath- 
ers had been caught in a tide-rip 
off Pebble Beach and were in danger 
of losing their lives. A boat was im- 
mediately sent Zo their assistance, The 
party consisted of Miss Rosy Hart- 
man, Miss Flo Palmer of Long Beach, 
John Reise of Newport Webster 
Yates and Horace Hazen of San Pe- 
dro. 

From the story told by Miss Hart- 

man today, the party in bathing suits 
started for Pebble Beach at 11 o'clock. 
All went well until “Rosy” encoun- 
tered a large bunch of seaweed, rush- 
ing and swirling with the tide. Part 
of this became entangled over her 
arms. Twice she sank gasping, crying 
for assistance and swallowing large 
quantities of water, 
Yates and Hazen immediately swam 
out to the helpless girl. Despite their 
efforts to swim back to the DBeach 
after having removed the seaweeds 
from the struggling swimmer, the 
three were compelled to strike out for 
another landing place on the rocks. 

Several times they were compelled 
to rest on the surface. Fearing an- 
other mishap if they should try to 
swim from the rocks to the beach, 
they shouted to Meise to get them a 
boat. Owing to the turbulent waters 
bathers seldom frequent the south end 
of the beach. 

FIFTY SPECIMENS.

CLERGYMEN. 

Dr. J. J. Wilkins, formerly dean of 
St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, and now 
its Rector Emeritus, made there an 
eloquent and impressive appeal yes- 
terday morning for the aged and in- 
firm clergymen of the American Epis- 
copal Diocese. ‘ Since he vacated the 
pulpit of St. Paul's Dr. Wilkins has 
devoted his time to securing pensions 
for all clergymen over 65 years of 


age. 

He took two texts as follows: Cor- 
inthians ix:14, “And even so hath 
the Lord ordained in that they which 
preach the gospel should live of the 
gospel,” and Psalms 71:9, “Cast me 
not off in the time of my old age, 
forsake me not when my _ strength 
faileth.” He said in part: 

“I shall not attempt to express the 
inmost emotions I feel amidst this 
constant and devoted love nor to 
express my appreciation of the help- 
ful words of my distinguished suc- 
cessor—Dean MacCormack. It is a 
joy to me to be with you once again. 
Your loyalty and confidence in me 
is a continual source of delight. I 
see faces that some of you cannot 
see and even at this moment familiar 
sounds of voices that uplift me have 
come to plead the cause of our aged 


es. 
“My beloved friends, at the gen- 
eral convention held in 1910 a move- 
ment was begun to raise a relief pen- 
sion fund of $5,000,000. For this 
movement I ask the hearty support 
of the rich and from the poor the 
emall alms which, in spirit, are just 
as generous a gift. 

“The United States has an ideal 
pension system for its soldiers and 
sailors. Twenty-two railroad com- 
panies in this country are following 
the same policy towards their aged 
and retired employees. Therefore, 
why should not our aged clergymen, 
who have unceasingly tolled for the 
good of the church, share the sup- 
port to which their past labors entitle 
them?

DR. DAY. 

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL _ 
STORY OF WILLIAM T. STEAD A®D 
HIS REVOLUTION OF BRITISH 
JOURNALISM. 

Dr. William Horace Day spoke on 
William T. Stead, the journalist, at 
the First Congregational Church last 
night, using the text Jonah 3:2—Arise, 
go into Ninevah, that great city, and 
preach unto it the preaching that I 
bid thee. 

“When the Titanic plunged to her 
grave one of the most valuable lives 
lost was that of William T. Stead, the 
knight errant of modern British jour- 
nalism,”’ said Dr. Day. “In his en- 
thuslasm he sometimes became a fad- 
dist, and his lance was set in rest 
against giants which turned out to 
be mere windmills, but he always 
started on his quests with splendid 
purpose. His sometimes undescrimi- 
nating acceptance of so-called psychic 
phenomena led his friends to be less 
certain of his judgment, though they 
sympathized with the principle of 
psychical research, 

“But with all his limitations this 
man has left a mark upon his time. 
A professional journalist, he made 
mewspaper and periodical a fit pulpit 
for great prohpehtic preaching. He 
preached the preaching Jehovah bade 
him. He was always a preacher of 
righteousness, and a prophet of a bet- 
ter tomorrow. 

Mr. Stead was born in a north of 
England Congregational manse. He 
was brought up on the great messages 
of Israel's prophet preachers. As a 
boy he became a loyal follower of 
the Christ. Whether In the market 
place or in the sanctum, he never 
failed to be Hie prophet. The tamily 
income was altogethér too narrow to 
give this promising son a university 
chance. He entered mercantile busi- 
ness and at the same tmie wrote for 
the Northern Echo, a little newspaper 
near Newcastle. He first came to 
public notice In 1871. Inepired by 
Gladstone’s leadership he wrote ar- 
Bulgarian atrocities 
which made him known in London. 
He became a national figure when 
associated with John Morely on the 
Pall Mall Gazette. He  acclimitized 
“the American interview” and became 
the most brilliant interviewer in the 
English-speaking world. He had a re- 
markable memory and could reproduce 
almost exactly a lengthy conversation 
which his astute questions elicited. He 
knew how to make a man do the 
best talking of which he was capable. 

“I shall not soon forget my own 
first visit with him itn his London of- 
fice, overlooking the Thames River. I 
had but recently come from an active 
share in relief and reform work, In 
part growing out of his own book, “If

(1) The joys of our present con- 
vention are merely a foretaste of the 
perfect glory we will experience when 
we enter into the joys of the Lord— 
beyond the veil.

OOD ROADS AND FARMERS. 

The reports of the automobile facto 
ries show an average sale of fifty autos « 
day to the farmers in ifornia. Every 
purchaser of an auto mes an ardent 
advocate of the good roads movement. The 
co-operation of the farmers will eventually 
secure a network of excellent highways 
all over the country from ocean to ocean. 
The gain to the country, not merely in the 
comfort and convenience of travel, but in 
the money cost of transportation of com- 
modities, can scarcely be estimated. 

Dr. ©. G. Percival, who recently made a 
45,900-mile trip In an auto, estimates that 
the loss to business caused by bad roads 
amounte to $1,000,000,000 per annum. This 
loss falls ultimately upon all the people, 
and every man, woman and child in the 
country loses $12.50 each year by bad roads. 
They cost the people more than the army, 
the navy and the Philippines combined. 

No people will gain more from good roads 
than the farmers. In the United States it 
costs 22 cents per ton per mile to carry 
goods by wagon. In Germany, England, 
end France the average ts about 19 cents 
per mile. The average haul to market or 
to a rail or water shipping point is eight 
miles. The farmer who hauls his produce 
over a poor road receives $1 per ton less 
for his hay and 1% cents per bushel less 
for his grain than does the farmer who can 
use a good road. 

With a good road the farmer will not 
only obtain a larger price for his produce; 
but the time gained in going to and return- 
ing from market or a railroad station will 
enable him to save a considerable sum in 
the wages pald to hired help. To trans- 
port five tons of freight by wagon a dis- 
tance of eight miles and return will take a 
day of the time of a hired man. With an 
auto truck over a good road the same man 
will make three trips in the same time.

ABROAD WITH BURDETTE. 
The Chatezu of Fontainebleau. 

Behold, once upon a day, President Merri- 
field and myself, playing hookey from all 
the allurements of Paris, its windows and 
galleries, and running away to Fontaine- 
bleau to loiter through the palace with a 
guide who could speak no more English 
than I could French, which is impossible. 

The chateau is intensely interesting. Iu 
Los Angeles, if it were six or seven stories 
higher, it would be mistaken for an apart- 
ment house made over on an adobe founda- 
tion to meet the demands of growing times. 
The ancient palaces of Europe are not pala- 
tial to the eye. The Merrifield home over 
on breezy and sunlit San Rafael is far 
more palacelike than Fontainebleau. 
Speaking, or rather, singing of “pleasures and 
palaces,” an American home must be rather 
cheaper than the average to look “humble” 
alongside the average continental palace. 
But then when you recall the kind ol 
houses the common people called “home” 
in the good old times, you can readily ta- 
derstand why two and threestory ware 
houses such as Fontainebleau were called 
“palaces.” 

One pleasant chapter there is in the book 
of beginnings. The foundation of the cha- 
teau is attributed to Robert II, known to his- 
tory as Robert the Pious, away back in the 
tenth century. That is about the last time 
the word “pious” occurs, I think. in the 
long history of the chateau. In 1137 Saint 
Louis founded a chapel, the name of which 
I don’t remember, and the use of which 
none of the residents of the palace ever 
rightly understood, which Thomas a-Beck- 
ett consecrated. What he consecrated it 
for I don't know. Charles V founded the 
library. Philip le Bel was born in this 
chateau and here he died. Charles VII, the 
pulssant King who drove the English out 
of France, recapturing all his kingdom ex- 
cept Calals, decorated the walla with paint- 
ings of bia victories. But not until Francis 
I came did the palace begin to take its 
place in the history of France. 


Peacock Lane. 

Here, among other royal visitors, came 
James V of Scotland to visit the Princess 
Madeleine, eldest daughter of Francis }. 
whom he married in 1536. Charles V of 
Spain, who came here in 1539, was enter- 
tained by a series of magnificent fetes such 
as we give when a squadron of the fleet 
anchors in Los Angeles harbor. Charles 
cut bis visit rather shorter than he had 
intended, having learned that his host con- 
templated putting a burglar-proof lock on 
the outside of his door and prolonging his 
stay indefinitely, a pleasant way Kings had 
of entertaining guests whom they preferred 
to keep in sight, or possibly out of sight, al! 
the time. 

Among Those Present. 

Elizabeth de Valole, daughter of Henri 
Il, was born in this chateau. Diana de 
Poitiers, Henri's beautiful mistress, reigned

ll was married to that hoodoo of husbends 
and lovers, Mary Stuart. In 1564 Catherine 
de Medicis. wife of Henri II and regent of 
Prance during the minority of their son, 
Charlies IX, met here the Ambassadors of 
the Pope, of the King of Spain, and of all 
the Catholic Princes whp catne to ask for 

e revocation of the edict of the pacifica- 
tio. of Ambolise. Catherine, who was 
somewhat given to government herself, re- 
fused, and the son “metoved.” Henry IV, 
the original “plumed knight.” King of 
France from 1589 to 1610, did more for the 
enlargement and embellishment of Fon- 
tainebleau than any other King except 
Francis |. Here was born Louls XUL In 
this palace Henry IV arrested on charge of 
high treason his “Companion in Arms,” 
Marshal Biron, who was beheaded in the 
Bastile. Here Queen Christina-of Sweden 
enlivened a visit she made by the assassin- 
ation of her favorite and equerry, Monal- 
deschi, charging him with treason. He was 
a traitor, all right. Not against the King- 
ddm of Sweden. That would not have of- 
fended Queen Christina very much, she 
having already abdicated in favor of her 
cousin, the great Gustavus Adolphus. But 
Monaldesch! was a personal traitor to the 
Queen. So, between two women, he lost 
his heart to one and hie head to the other. 
What could be fairer than that? 


Just as Good as Ever. 

The unfortunate accident which cut shor’ 
the equerry’s career just as he was begin 
ning to enjoy the evening did not affect in 
the least the position of ex-Queen Chris 
tina in society at that day, any more than 
a third or fourth divorce affects the social 
standing of a Pittsburgh rmolllionaire in the 
twentieth century. 

In 1685. on the elghteenth of October, 
louis XIV signed here the edict of Nantes, 
which caused about 1,000,000 French people 
to leave their country. He did this at the 
instigation of Madame de Maintenon. 


The Noble Condes. 

The Prince of Conde, the “Grande 
Conde,” hero and victor of Rocroi, Pribours. 
Nordlingen and Les died here in 1686, his 
death caused by the hurry and intense anx 
fety of his journey hither from Chantilly 
to reach his daughter-in-law, fl] with the 
smallpox: He fought for glory and France 
and he died tor love, a Frenchman to the 
soul's core of him. 

There are Condes in Los Angeles today 
of the line of the great Prince, most nobly 
wearing a name made great more than 299 
years ago. They are of Hugenot stock. 
The father is a minister of the gospe!. One 
daughter, Mias Edith, is superintendent of 
the religious work department in the Young 
Woman's Christian Association. 


Another Sort of Nobility. 

Czar Peter I visited the chateau in 1717, 
the guest of Louls XV. One day they hunt- 
ed in the forest and dined in the little pa- 
vilion on the island in the lakelet. Man, it 
was a royal dinner. The Czar matched 
his Russian head. weaned on vodski and 
trained on fortirodski, against anything 
that wore a crown or coronet. The party 
didn’t go home till morning, It didn't wake 
up until some time the next afternoon—one 
of the jaggedest jags in the annals of 
royalty.

SAN PEDRO, July 14.—The foun-

carload of sugar beets, and the sugar 
industry will then have in operation 
its fifth sugar factory. The new 
plant is that of the Santa Ana Oo- 
Operative Sugar Company, located 
three miles south of Santa Ana and 
but half a mile from the plant of the 
Southern California Sugar Company. 

The sugar beet is no small item 
in the producing of wealth among 
the people of the rich Hittle county 
of Orange. That crop alone is worth 
$1,500,000 to the ranchers of the 
section, and the profits of the sugar 
factories pile higher yet by far. 

The Los Alamitos factory was the 
Pioneer in this section. When 


industry grew and the Southern Cali- 
fornia Sugar Company plant was es- 
tablished three years ago, people of 
the county congratulated themselves 
upon the growth of the _ § industry. 
But that was a mere beginning. 

Last year found two new factories 
in the county, the Holly Sugar Com- 
pany plant at Huntington Beach and 
the Anaheim Sugar Company at Ana- 
heim. Each new factory reached out 
for new lands, and hundreds of acres 
that had been used for pasturage 
only went into the beet culture busi- 
ness. 

Now comes the Santa Ana Co-Oper- 
ative Sugar Company's plant, just 
completed.

NAVAL DISAPPOINTMENT.

The equipment used on all these 
wells and, in fact, on all those used 
in the California fields, is a com- 
bination rig embracing both the ro- 
tary and cable outfits and have been 
developed to meet conditions in this 
State, but the mistake made has been 
in failing to use the cable tools be- 
fore the damage had been done. There 
is no question about a large aimount 
of time and money being saved by 
the combination method, if judgment 
is exercised in changing or alternat-
